^      Brigade  drill  hall  and  gymnasium.     For  thus  exceedingly  well-appointed  institution  the  town  has  to 
rt  Mr    T    W  NiSbet'  manager  °f  thc  local  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce,  who  takes  great  inter- 

es  in  the  youth  of  our  land,  and  who  has  organized  several  companies  of  the  Hoys'  Brigade,  besides  hem,  connected 
with  he  international  organization.  The  building  is  a  circular  roofed  briek  and  stone  structure,  6z  x  „9  feel 
heated  by  steam  throughout.  In  the  basement,  in  addition  to  heating  apparatus,  is  a  tank  for  a  plunge  bath' 
x  ,2  teet  and  seven  feet  deep,  which  is  warmed  by  a  heater  from  the  boiler.  There  are  five  shower  bath!  which 
are  also  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  lavatory  m  the  basement.

The  people  of  Sarnia   have  wisely  made  liberal  provision  for  breathing  spaces  within  her 
borders       In  addition  to  the  ample  grounds  which  surround  the  public  schools  and   the  Collegiate 
Institute,  and  the  market  square,  there  are  three  public  park.      One    is   in    the   south  end  of  the 
town,  and  is  known  as  Dufferin  park.      It-is  a  square  containing  seven  acres,  and  is  as  vet  unim- 
proved, the  Tunnel  Company  having  had  the  use  of  the  land  during  the  progress  of  the  tunnel 
works.

fk<  IBABLY  the  greatest  drawing  card  Sarnia  has  is  her  bicycle  track.  The  Sarnia  Bicycle  club  is  a  strong 
institution,  and,  having  perfected  the  track  until  it  has  become  the  finest  track  in  America,  holds  many 
attractive  meets  during  the  season.  In  1893  the  C.  W.  A.  meet  was  held  here,  and  on  August  15,  1894, 
the  regular  annual  meet,  given  by  the  club,  will  be  held.  At  this  meet  will  appear  a  number  of  the  fastest 
cyclists  on  the  continent.  It  was  on  the  Sarnia  track  that  the  two  fast  American  riders,  A.  A.  Zimmerman  and 
W.  C.  Sanger,  first  met,  and  here  they  broke  four  records.  J.  S.  Johnson  is  another  fast  American  rider  who 
made  a  mark  on  this  track.  Here  the  best  wheelmen  of  the  country  congregate  annually,  and  the  meet  of  1894 
promises  to  equal  if  not  excel  any  of  the  very  successful  meets  previously  held.

II  ERE  is  perhaps  nothing  more  refreshing  on  a  hot  summer  clay  than  to  take  a  plunge  in  the  lake.  The  beach 
along  the  shores  of  Lake  Huron,  north  of  Sarnia,  is  especially  adapted  for  this  enjoyable,  as  well  as  invigor- 
ating, exercise.  Numerous  cottages  haw  been  erected  by  private  parties  on  the  bluffs  overhanging  the 
beach,  but  the  most  pretentious  structure  there  is  the  Grand  View  Hotel  at  Weesbeach,  where  every  comfort  and 
convenience  for  summer  visitors  is  provided.  In  addition  to  the  large  and  elegant  hotel  (see  frontispiece  and  page 
16)  is  a  fine  casino  for  dancing,  boat  and  bath  houses,  supplied  with  all  the  requisites  peculiar  to  such  places.  The 
beach  is  hard  sandy  bottom,  sloping  gently  and  gradually  out  to  deep  water,  and  is  taken  advantage  of  by  bathing 
parties  numbering  many  hundreds  every  season.  From  tin'  balconies  of  the  hotel  a  most  magnificent  view  of  the 
lake,  dotted  with  a  myraid  craft,  is  to  be  had,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  more  gorgeous  prospect  than  sunset  o'er  the 
lake  as  viewed  from  this  point.

rCv OVERS  of  the  roarin'  game  will  rind  located  in  Sarnia  one  the  most  commodious  rinks  in  the  countr)-,  accessi- 
?  (,  in   summer  for  large   concerts  and   parties   and  in  winter  for  curling    and    skating.      A  very  fine 

photogravure  of  the  rink  is  given  in  this  work.  It  was  built  by  the  Sarnia  Curling  and  Skating  Rink 
Club,  Limited,  at  a  cost  of  about  $10,000,  and  is  centrally  located.  It  is  t6o  feet  in  length  by  80  feet  in  width. 
The  skating  surface  is  70  x  140  feet,  and  around  it  is  a  raised  platform  five  feet  wide.  The  full  height  of  the 
building  from  ground  to  main  roof  is  fifty  feet,  and  from  ground  to  top  of  flag  staff  82  feet.  The  building  con- 
tains a  vestibule  and  ticket  office  at  each  end,  stairways  and  rooms  above  the  vestibules,  ladies'  and  gentlemen's 
waiting  and  toilet  rooms,  refreshment  room,  private  room  for  club  meetings,  galleries,  &c.  The  architect  of  this 
building  and.  also,  of  the  Boys'  Brigade  gymnasium,  is  Mr.  H.  G.  Phillips,  ol  Sarnia.  The  building  has  seating 
1,000  people.      It   is  a  structure  of  which  a  large  city  might  well  be  proud.
